Nkw York, April 27. — A cable lot 
tor from St. Petersburg gives a glooiny 
account of the now czar's life at the 
palace of 046Bchiha7''>jO,' lirfilesTfroin tbe 
capitol. Before the "court removed 
thitliur, sovoral hundred- artizaus of 
Preobrazinsky regiments were .sent to 
make necessary alteration.s. At nii'l- 
nigiit they assembled in tlic cburoli ut 
Gatschina afid were sworn to silence, 
death or Siberia being Uio penalty of 
the oath. Ten roubles wore the price 
of each man's silence. The alterations 
were made in 48 iiour.s. "yodki".soon 
loosened the tongues of the workmen, 
and the following is a description of 
ciio precautions against assassination 
made in the pahiee of the czar: A 
subterranean pa88aito|le&da frpm tho 
ozar'fa'ioom to a stable ?wliefre' a numijel- 
of horacs are kept saddled uhd bridled 
day and night. Sentinels are kept 
posted at intervals of 20 yards all round 
the building. The imperial bedroom 
has two windows protected at night by 
massive iron shutters ' Which'can'onlv be 
reached from the outside by passing 
through three spacious ante chambers, 
in which are posted SOCoasacks, armed 
to tbe teeth. They are allowed to speak 
and move about in two outer rooms, 
but in the hall adjoining tho czar's 
bedroom perfect silence is maintained 
at night. The general on duty for the 
day sits in an easy chair, liis C'o.ssacks 
sitting on a divan which runs around 
the whole room. At the general's rij,'lit 
is a knob of an electric apparatus which 
rings a bell in every guard liou.se in the 
palace grounds. When the emperor is 
about to retire, before shutting tho 
door, he removes the outer handle so 
that no entrance can be effected until 
he himself personally opens the door 
from tho inside. Unlike his father he 
cannot endure armed soldiers in his 
bedchamber. T,." Se'^'eKl inincs have been 
discovered at St. Petersburg. A quan- 
tity of dynamite was seized just after 
it had been introduced into the court 
yard of the palace of Oatscliina con- 
cealed in a load of hay. The czarina hs 
seriously ill, being subject to nervous 
attacks and strange hallucinatiou.s. 

Hessy Helfmann's illness is eijiected 
.to- be. brought to « close in a very short 
time nnd^it Ti thoughli that tliia will bo 
the signal for her execiilibn. The Paris 
Intransigent declare.? that she has been 
ruthlessly tortured since being a pri- 
soner. 

St. Petersbuko, April 27. — The 
complicity of the Grand Duke Nicholas 
in the plots of the nihilists having born 
made clear, he has been .sentenced, by 
decree of the emperor, to imprisonment 
for life.

It i.s 
understood that tbe delay of the con- 
ference in igetting to work is due to 
this difficulty. 

Paris, April 27. — It is reported that 
Gambetta is privately encouraging the 
government to act vigorously with re- 
gard to Tuni.s. Tbe cabinet is divided 
on the subject. The French consul 
general has again assured the bey of 
the; pacific intentions of France, and 
continues to urge upon hira French 
protection.

A Moscow 
proelamation urges the ])easantry to 
seize lands and refuse to pay faxes or 
serve in the army.

His resignation is connected with tlie 
distribution of government lands dur- 
ing his administration. 

London, April 28.— The Post .-jays;

John and Cornelius Creedon, bro- 
thers, and John O'Sullivan, law clerk, 
have been arrested at Mill .street, 
county Cork, under the coercion act.

It is therefore to thn 
clauses in the land bill which point in 
that direction to which we look for 
uUiinato im[)rovetnont in tho condi- 
tion of Ireland. 

London, April 29. — The movement 
among radical^ in oj)position to a mon- 
ument for Beacdnstieid is assnminf the 
form of an amendment likely to be sub- 
mitted in lliti hciuae. Tliu opposition 
is based on the. unusual olmractor of 
the monument. Some counter scheme 
will probably be put forward. 

DuBLi.v, April 29. — ^The manifesto 
of the Catholic clergy is substantially an 
endorsement of the report adopted by 
the recent land league convention. It 
is warmly approved by the advocates 
of the tenants, although it is hardly 
probable that the proposal to elect land 
loatjuo asses.sors to administer tho law will 
be sanctioned by tho legislatures, that be- 
ing tho first step towards tho establish- 
ment of the American modo of making 
judicial appointments. 

DuiiLiN, April 28.— Tho Catholic arch- 
bishop and bishops of Ireland have sent 
to Gladstone a aeries of resolutions, con- 
voying their views as to tho amondmonts 
to tho land bill. Thoy recomrnand pei-- 
potuity of tenure of futuro tenants, de- 
precate o.xclusion from benefits of tho bill 
of lease holders and tenants in arrears, 
recommend futuro limitation of landlords' 
power, strongly condemn oinigr^tion pro- 
visions and orai-ision of laborers from the 
benefits of the bill, and rocnnimond a 
comprehensive scheme for the purchase 
and reclamation of waste lands, arterial 
drainage and liberal advance to tenants 
for improveinenta. 

LoNDO-N, April 23. — Xeurly every con- 
servative member of tho conuuons are in 
town attending a meetin;^ at the Carlton 
Club to-day, Northoote presiding. The 
(juojtion of the leadership of the conser- 
vative party in tho commons was only in- 
formally discussed, tho chief subject under 
considoratioii being tho Irish land bill. 
It was arranged that a member should to- 
night in the commons give notice of an 
amendment, not in view of obtaining a 
rejection of tho measure, but of securing 
curtain important alterations. 

Lo.NDON, April 29. — At a mooting of 
the conservatives to-day it was pointed 
out that the land bill would not dcjjrive 
landlords of their rights in dealing with 
their property, but would take away a 
large portion of that property without 
givin;; any compensation.

Go where you 
will, from the While to the Black sea, 
from the Danube tn the Amour, tho pea- 
sants aro awakening from the deatldike 
slumber of centuries. The spring timo 
of national life is dawning, thnagh snow 
still whitens the ground. Tho cliilly 
sleet rustles through tho branches, but 
the sap is rising, and leaves, blossoms and 
fruit will soon spring forth.

GRAB AND 'ITS APOLOGIST.. 

"When in the course of argument or 
debate a person permits himself to be 
blinded by the spirit of "untruth," it im- 
mediately; follo\ys that ho resorts to 
absurd and extravagant assertions, and, 
cohsequently.falls into egregious blund- 
ers," Our contemporary furnishes an 
instance in point. In his anxiety to 
shield the 6wner of Russell block from 
censure for attempting to appropriate 
19 inches of the city domain for his 
own private' pbrposes he resorts to his 
ancient accomplishment, in which lie 
has no peer, of falsification. In a sen- 
tence that is interlarded with 'cheap 
"wut" and stupid inuendoea ho asserts 
ihi.t The Co fonwi has proposed to sell 
th'e'.-'surplu3 strip of land that ex- 
tends from Johnson to Fort streets. 
Having, told one story it beoamo ncc- 
cessary for him to tell half-a-dozen to 
back it up, and having accomplislied 
that by no means (to him) dilbcult feat 
he falls to musing — aa the suppositious 
2f ew Zealander,' or some other ■ native, 
will muse over the ruins of London — 
upon the unhappy results of the policy 
which, ho states, The Colonist has ad- 
vocated. Now,tbefact is this journalhas 
notadvisedany such action. We pointed 
out that having obtained the streetiines 
from the city surveyor Mr. Russell 
had advat^ced, the Zmws o/" /lis "'"6- 
teen inches and that ho was preparing 
to encroach upon the sti-ect to that ex- 
tent. Should auyono doubt ibis state- 
ment let bim ^^qpair tO; the corner of 
Johnson street>k^d' examine' 'for liim- 
self the foundation stones already laid 
down. We then asked if the city in- 
tended' to make a free gift of the -jur 
plusage to property-owners along Gov- 
ernment street west, and showed by 
comparison that the strip is worth 
about $200,000, a sum largo enough to 
clear .off the entire city indebtedness 
and encourage several industrial pur- 
suits. ■Cerihiiily, between the alterua- 
Live of gift Or sale the public would 
prefer to sell the land. But there is 
not the slightest necessity for the 
adoption of either. Let Mr. Russell 
stick to the lines that were given him 
in l858,- and...wbiuh he occupied for 
more than 23 years without once com- 
plaining that ho wanted more " elbow- 
room""'- Let 'the Mayor and Corpora- 
tion protect Government street from 
spoliation (a very appropriate term 
when used in connection with the Gov- 
ernment street gaab), and let the Stan 
dard stick to the truth (if it can) and 
all will yet be well. 

THE CAISSON. 

Borne weeks ago it was mentioned in 
these columns that the local government 
were about to send an order to England 
for tho construction of the drydock cais- 
son. The cost of tho work was stated at 
?40,000. A correspondent in Sunday's 
paper, who is in a position to know, puts 
tho coat at about §50,000. To this wo 
add freight— some §10,000— and duty— 
§12,500 — and'thero is a total expenditure 
of §72,500, which was meant to bo .ind 
should bo expended in the province 
among local manufacturers and artisans. 
When the government of the province is 
setting an example so bad, how can sur- 
prise bo expressed that many of our 
people hesitate to patronize homo 
productions) All things being equal, 
preference should ever be given to urticlos 
of local manufacture. Tho tuxpayurs and 
residents of the province witnessed with 
mingled feelings of surprise and indigna- 
tion the payment of some §50,000 to an 
English firm for dock pumpirig mauhinery, 
when aa serviceable an article might liavo 
baon obtained hero for less money, at a 
time, too, when many mechanics and 
three or four machine shops stood idle, 
■^at will the people say now, when they 
ar'o told that a great slice of 900,000 froin 
tho drydock subsidy is about to pass into 
Engliah hands, that 810,000 is to be paid 
to a shipping firm for transportation ; and 
that a further sum of §12,500 in to bo re- 
turned to tho Federal treasury in duties ? 
Every dollar of the §72,500 should be re- 
tained in the country. There exists nut 
the slighte.st necessity for sending a penny 
abroad while home firms stand [iroparod 
to contract for the caision's construction. 
Something like s250, 000 are invested in 
iron works ; directly and indirectly over 
'100 people receive livinxs from those in- 
dustries. All these establishments and 
persons, in some shape or other, are con- 
tributors towards tho support of tho gov- 
ernment of the country ; and they have 
claims on that government which cannot 
in justice bo overlooked. Those claims 
are entitled to every consideration at the 
hands of tho ministerial triw who, in re- 
turn for tho large tialaries they draw from 
tho provincial treasury, should at' least 
see to it that as large a sum as possible of 
public money ia retained in the province. 
Throe years ago the House resolved that 
no portion of the provincial revenue 
should bo paid to Chinamen — that that 
class' shall not be employed on tho public 
works of the province. This was a wise 
move in political economy. It had in 
view the retention of public money in the 
province by paying it to those who would 
mvest it hero instead sf paying it to those 
who would hoard it or send it away to 
Ojiiniu Erotection to white homo indus- 
try, iThat was the name of the barque in 
which the government sailed into ofEco. 
How have they justified the pledge ? Have 
they not fulfilled it to the oar and broken 
it to the lip J What great home industry 
have they encouraged or advanced ! Did 
they, pot .manipulate the drydock tenders 
'ujitiljtlioy could award the contract to a'n 
Eastern firm, through whose grace nlone 
it reached local hands ? Their conduct on 
that occasion was bad enough ; but their 
proposed course in regard to the caisson, 
if- adopted, will bo worse. Chinese labor 
has proved a groat cur.si; to the country ; 
iDut even Ghiueap labor, if employed in the 
province, would bo preferable to sendinp 
every .job that ia woriWhaving to England 
to bo executed.

The Directors in making their Annual Report have to inform the Subscribers 

that during the past year thoy have succoeclod in purchasing a plot of land of 5 acres 
immodiatoly adjoining tho Hospitnl, for tlii> purpoaoof orocting an Asylum for Con- 
vnlcsconts in connection with tho llospital. Tho Government have voted a sum of 
tuonoy for tho erection of tho nocossary buildings; but before tho works could be 
commenced tho Government required tho land to bo conveyed to tho Crown, which 
has boon done. The coming spring will, it is hoped, see this most necessary adjunct 
to the institutiona of the Province oorapUtod. 

The Directors regret that the House of .Assembly have passed a resolution com- 
plofoly reversing tho policy under which the Hospital has boon for so many years 
not uiisuccos.sfuUy managed; hitherto tho Govornmoiit have boon content with hav- 
ing two Directors on tho Board, and us a rule the.Ho Oovcrnment Directors have been 
active and useful members, and have fully answered tlio purposoa fur which thoy Vioro 
placed on tho Board. 

The other Directors are the nominees of the Subscribers. Tlie proposed change 
will be detrimental to the interests of thoao for whom a hospital is supported. Tho 
attention nocossary to dotails takes up a sroat deal of time, and to suppose that work 
which is now performed ofSciently by eight gentlonien will bo equally as well per- 
formed by four is supposing too much, and the inovitablo result will bo a recurrence 
to the worst evils of tho past, Tho interest whicli tho public now take in tho insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lessen, and tho active and friendly assiatanco given by 
many will- hilrdly bo extended to a purely Government institution. 

Tho Directors have again to oxprosa their thanks to Messrs. Dunsmuir and tho 
Vancouver Coal Company for donations of coal and to various charitable societies and 
individuals who have generously contributed to the support of thu institution.- 

The affairs of tho Hospital have boon economic-ally managed, as will bu seen by 
tho amount nf aufferings relieved and tViB Tn^asuror's account of tho expenditure. 

In closing this report the Directors rogret that tho change introduced by the 
Governtnent mil prevent thoni:agiuitjt>ffeifing their services, and from the applications 
which' have been received' for a return of subscriptions and tho opinions expressed of 
the change, they fear that tho closing of one of the moat u.soful institutions of tho 
Province will ultimately bo tho result. 

There yet remains to be eonsidered tho question of the ownership of the pro- 
perty and the terms on which it was devoted to its present use, and how far tho pre- 
sent changes will afTect it. On this subject the Directors are not yet in a position tQ 
give an opinion. • .

Of whom 10 have died from tho following causes: — Lung Disease, 6; Heart Dis- 
ease, 1; Paralyai.s, 1; Old Ago and Exhaustion, 2. Total 10. 

In conclusion I have to express niy thanks to myprofessional brethren, who have 
always rendered me any BBBistance I. -was in need of; and I -would wish to draw tho 
attention of tho Board of Directors to tho admirable manner in which tho Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Robinson, has conducted tho internal affairs of tho Hospital, showing 
all possible kindness and considerntion for the patients compatible with the discipline 
necessary in a public institution. '
